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Tenants face 
7.7pc rise in 
council rents 

Thousands of council tenants in Dudley are facing 
an average increase in their rent of 7.7 per cent. 

The rise, under new proposals, is the biggest in 
almost a decade for residents living in the borough’s 
24,000 council homes. The increase is the equivalent 
of an average £5.54 per week for tenants. 

Council leaders say the proposed increase is calcu¬ 
lated using the Government’s formula based on 
inflation and the size and value of council properties. 
They said they were committed to looking at ways to 
reduce energy bills and offering advice to residents 
struggling to make ends meet. 

Cabinet member Councillor Adrian Turner said: 
“Since 2002 our rent increases have been controlled 
by a central government formula. Despite this pro¬ 
posed increase of 7.7 per cent, our rents compare 
favourably with other local authorities. 

“However, we are lobbying local MPs about the 
implications of a rent formula that is linked to infla¬ 
tion and the impact that it will have on local resi¬ 
dents. 

“We know times are difficult for people, and we are 
looking at ways of mitigating the increase by inves¬ 
tigating ways we can invest in energy efficiency 
schemes to help keep tenants energy bills down, as 
well as providing energy advice and teaming up with 
the Citizens Advice Bureau and providing a debt 
advice service.” 

The proposed increase in rent will be discussed 
and set by councillors in February. 

It comes as plans to give councils more control 
over the money they can spend on council homes are 
unveiled. Government funding will be based on an 
individual council’s financial position rather than 
being based on assumption about its spending. 

It will enable councils to make long-term financial 
plans which will enable them to manage major 
improvement programmes in the most efficient way. 

100 face losing 
jobs at toy firm 

A Kidderminster toy company which supplies 
trampolines and climbing frames to high street 
stores has gone into administration leaving around 
100 workers facing possible redundancy. 

Directors of Tube Plastics Ltd, better known as TP 
Activity Toys, have called in business recovery firm 
Geoffrey Martin, despite a turnover of £12 million 
this year. 

The administrator hopes to sell the business, 
which has its headquarters in Zortech Avenue, on 
the Kidderminster and Stourport border, as a going 
concern. 

They say “every effort” will be made to fulfil orders 
for Christmas - and has urged any customers await¬ 
ing deliveries to get in contact. 

The company has been making toys for children 
for more than 50 years and supplies to firms includ¬ 
ing Tesco, John Lewis and Early Learning Centre. 

Managing director Chris Martyn-Smith said: “It is 
a very sad day, and the directors want to thank the 
many employees who have been such an important 
part of building the business over the last 50 years.” 

A spokesman for Geoffrey Martin said the 
company’s financial difficulties stemmed from 
increasing overheads and its inability to carry out a 
refinancing. 

The administration does not include Muddy 
Puddles, a subsidiary of TP which supplies chil¬ 
dren’s outdoor clothing which the firm aquired in 
2009. 


Myrtle the mutt puts her footings into it 


Myrtle the dog got in a pickle after she went for a walk and 
became stuck fast in wet cement. The five-year-old Clumber 
Spaniel wandered onto the newly-laid concrete footings at a house 
in the Black Country. 

Unable to get out of the sticky mixture, which was starting to 
set, Myrtle became distressed alerting residents in Kent Road, 
Halesowen to her struggle. They wrapped blankets around the 
dog and called the fire service out to rescue the stranded pooch. 

A crew from Halesowen Fire Station went to Myrtle’s aid and 
were able to lift her legs out of the cement. They carried the dog 
to nearby Manor Vets where she was checked over by vet Darran 
Jennings. 

He said Myrtle was none the worse for the ordeal but was given 
a bath by veterinary nurses to remove all of the mud, which she 
had ended up getting covered in as she struggled to get out of the 
cement. 

Firefighter Scott Morris, who helped with yesterday afternoon’s 
rescue, said: “We don’t know how she had been stuck in the cement 
but she was very keen to get out of it.” Watch commander Andy 
Lewis added: “Myrtle had wandered down the road to where these 
footings had just been laid. 

“She’s not able to walk very well which might be how she 
became stuck in the first place. 

“We lifted her out and as the vets was just down the road we 
took her there. 

“Fortunately she had a microchip and it turned out she was on 
their books. They were able to call the owner . 

Resident Roger Greenway who watched the rescue said: “The 
poor dog couldn’t get out and no one could get close enough to 
reach her. The firemen just lifed her out and took her to the vets.”

Court hears of father’s phone call to daughter 

‘I’VE KILLED 
YOUR MUM’ 


A ex-firefighter from Halesowen 
strangled his wife and then 
phoned their daughter and told 
her “I’ve killed your mother”, a 
court heard. 

Michelle Wathen-Edwards was 
giving evidence at the murder trial of 
her 67-year-old father, Michael, at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court. 

Wathen, of Brier Mill Road, admits the 
manslaugher of his wife on March 2 this 
year but denies murdering her. 

The court heard Mrs Wathen had decided 
to leave her husband after developing a 
relationship with his friend of 30 years 
Alan Thompson. 

Mrs Wathen-Edwards told the court on 
Tuesday she had received a phone call from 
her father. 

“I took the call and my dad asked if Paul, 
my husband was there. I said no as he had 
taken our son to karate,” she said. 

“I said was everything alright and he said 
‘No I’ve just killed your mother’. 

“I remember saying I was going to put the 
phone down to call Paul and that I would 
ring him right back.” 

Mrs Wathen-Edwards said she had 
called her husband who said he would bring 
their son home before going to his in-laws 
address. 

“I rang my father back and told him Paul 
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was on his way. He asked how long he was 
going to be and I said I did not know. 

“He asked me if I thought he should call 
the police or ambulance. I said I was not 
thinking straight and was not sure who he 
should call. I asked if there were any signs 
of life and he said no. I told him to call the 
police because the police would then call 
the ambulance as well.” 

Mr Gareth Evans, prosecuting, told the 
court that during one of the conversations 
Wathen had also said “What have I done? 
I’ve ruined everyone’s lives. I’m sorry.” 

Suspected 

Mrs Wathen-Edwards said her father 
had suspected his wife of having an affair 
with Mr Thompson for some time but her 
mother had originally denied it. 

She told the court her father had called 
her while the couple were on holiday in Goa 
saying her mother planned to leave him 
because she had feelings for Mr Thompson. 

Mrs Wathen-Edwards said she had later 
spoken to her mother who told her she and 
Mr Thompson could not help their feelings, 
the court was told. 

Mr Thompson told the court he had been 
friends with Wathen since the pair had 
worked together at Northfield Fire Station. 

He told the court his wife, June, had been 
diagnosed with cancer in January 2010 and 


he and Mrs Wathen had grown closer while 
she was supporting him. 

The court also heard from Mr Thompson, 
who said he was on his way to collect Mrs 
Wathen when a phone call was picked up by 
her husband who told him she was “dead on 
the bed upstairs”. The court heard, Mrs 
Wathen, had phoned Mr Thompson on 
March 2 and asked him to collect her. 

Mr Thompson had driven to Halesowen 
from Droitwich and stopped a quarter of a 
mile away and phoned the house. 

At first there was no reply on either Mrs 
Wathen’s mobile or landline, but Mr 
Thompson eventually got through and it 
was Michael Wathen who answered, the 
court was told. 

Mr Thompson said: “I asked him if 
Heather still wanted me to pick her up. 

“He told me no because she was dead on 
the bed upstairs. He said ‘I have killed 
her’.” Mr Thompson said he had not 
believed Wathen at first and had phoned 
again, only to be told again what had hap¬ 
pened. He said he had driven past the 
address a couple of times and then police 
and ambulance crews had arrived. 

During the opening of the trial, the jury 
were played a recording of Wathen’s call to 
a police operator. 

He told the operator: “I have just mur¬ 
dered my wife.” When asked why, he said: 
“Because she was going to leave me.” 

The trial continues. 


Means tests 
planned for 
ring and ride 

Ring and Ride services in the West Midlands will 
be means tested under new plans. 

Transport chiefs want 70,000 pensioners and dis¬ 
abled people to prove they need the door-to-door 
service. Currently they only have to fill in a form 
declaring they find it very difficult or impossible to 
use conventional buses, trams and trains. 

Councillors on transport authority Centro are to 
be presented with a report next week outlining the 
progress made on a review of the service, run by 
charity West Midlands Special Needs Transport. 

Earlier this year bosses introduced a 60p single 
fare charge to help towards running costs. It was fol¬ 
lowed by a drop of 12,000 trips between April and 
November. The cost of providing the service in the 
West Midlands is £11.5m or £7.50 per trip. The con¬ 
sultation, if approved, would give automatic eligibil¬ 
ity for those showing they receive benefits linked to 
mobility. 

Alternatively applicants can attend a medical 
centre for assessment. 

Pensioners also face being charged £25 a year for 
passes to use trains and trams. Transport authority 
Centro says it is considering means testing elderly 
and disabled people who use the Ring and Ride 
service. 

It will ask them to prove they are eligible for the 
subsidised door-to-door scheme. People above the 
age of 60 are currently allowed to use rail and Metro 
services in the West Midlands for free at certain 
times thanks to an add-on to the free bus passes to 
which they are entitled by law. 

However, Centro is being forced to cut £4.5 million 
off its council tax levy in an attempt to help local 
authorities in the West Midlands cope with massive 
savings. 

Centro will get £147.5m in 2012-13 from the coun¬ 
cils covering Wolverhampton, Sandwell, Dudley, 
Walsall, Birmingham, Solihull and Coventry. 

Chief executive Geoff Inskip has warned he 
cannot rule out job losses, but said efforts were being 
made to cut costs by not replacing staff when they 
leave, rather than through redundancies. 

As well as charging pensioners for passes to use 
rail and Metro services after 9.30am, there are 
warnings of cuts to children’s subsidised travel. 

Thieves get 200 
Christmas trees 

Around 200 Christmas trees worth thousands of 
pounds have been stolen from a farm shop in South 
Staffordshire. 

The thieves broke into a compound at Roberts 
Farm Shop near Kingswinford and dragged the trees 
across fields to nearby Lawnswood Road where they 
loaded them onto a vehicle and drove off. 

Officers said the trees, which were of various sizes 
and varieties, had a sale value of more than £4,500. 

Detectives are now asking witnesses or anyone 
who saw any suspicious behaviour near the farm 
shop to get in touch. They are also appealing for 
people to be on their guard as they believe the 
thieves may try to sell the trees on. 

Farm manager Matthew Roberts said security at 
the site has now been stepped up and nightwatch- 
man has been installed to deter thieves from coming 
back for more trees. 

“It’s a lot of money to lose. It’s left us short and 
we’ve had to order more trees to make sure we have 
enough. It looks like they dragged the trees through 
one of our fields,” he said. It is believed the thieves 
broke into the site at around lam on Sunday.

Push to get £50,000 
station battle fund

A campaign to find a £50,000 
fighting fund is being launched 
in a bid to overturn controversial 
plans to close a Black Country 
fire station and axe a 24-hour 
crew. 

Firefighters have decided to forge 
ahead with a legal bid to overturn 
the decision to shut Halesowen fire 
station and axe the 24-hour crew 
which serves the town and nearby 
Cradley Heath. 

An action group has backed plans to 
pursue a judicial review into the closure 
plans - and now faces a battle to raise 
£50,000 to cover legal costs for the fight. 

Halesowen and Rowley Regis MP 
James Morris is working with the Hale¬ 
sowen and Cradley Heath Fire Station 
Action Group, including local business 
and community leaders, who have taken 
preliminary legal advice on launching a 
judicial review. 

Mr Morris said a public appeal would 
be held to help raise the total. Plans are 
now being drawn up for fundraising 
events. 

A meeting will be held with a barrister 
to discuss the judicial review. 

Mr Morris said: “The action group is 
extremely angry and determined not to 
let the issue rest.” He added: “There will 
be a public appeal and we will be looking 
for contributions from local businesses as 
this is a vital part of the community that 
will be lost.”

West Midlands Fire Authority voted to 
go ahead with its plans last week despite 
a wave of protest from residents. 

Following the decision, Halesowen 
Fire Station will close on March 31 and 
one of two 24-hour crews serving the 
town and Cradley Heath removed. Fire 
bosses are also considering whether to 
build a new fire station and say they plan 
to consult with residents. 

Halesowen firefighters have branded 
the move a “dark day for the public of 
Halesowen”. Firefighters say they face 
weeks of uncertainty over where they 
will be deployed.

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Parking restrictions planned 


A raft of new restrictions drawn up 
to tackle parking problems in roads 
surrounding Russells Hall Hospital 
are to be introduced next summer. 

Council bosses have been working 
on the proposals throughout this year 
after neighbours complained visitors 
and staff are using their road for 
parking and avoid costly charges. 

The plans went before the Central 
Dudley Area Committee earlier this 
year where they were given the go 
ahead by councillors. 

Councillor Patrick Harley, said: “It 
is likely the Russells Hall estate 
traffic regulation order will be intro¬ 
duced in the summer of 2012. 


“This process has seen consultation 
at its best with ward members, resi¬ 
dents and all stakeholders being 
invited to put forward comments. 

“The end result is an exercise that 
is a total credit to the transportation 
council officers involved.” 

The plans include restricted access 
to Pearce Close, Dereton Close, Elgar 
Crescent and Abbotsford Drive, also 
waiting restrictions in Middlepark 
Road, Bushey Fields Road, The Oval 
and Ashenhurst Road. 

A loading ban in High Street, Pen- 
snett, is suggested on weekdays from 
7.30-9.30am and 4.30-6.30pm. 

No waiting at any time has been 


suggested for Tennyson Street, 
Milton Street, Steppingstone Street 
and Byron Street. 

Plans for restricted access to the 
Kingswinford Service Road and 
Hilderic Crescent were also ear¬ 
marked for approval. 

Residents say the parking prob¬ 
lems have been an issue for house¬ 
holders in the area for a number of 
years. 

Issues have also been raised about 
the fact that workmen and delivery 
people struggle to get down narrow 
roads. A number of housholders say 
they are in favour of resident only 
parking on the streets. 


Hope of 
creating 
400 jobs 


At least 400 jobs are 
expected to be created 
under plans to revamp a 
former sugar factory in Kid¬ 
derminster, building more 
than 300 homes and a busi¬ 
ness park. 

The development, where 
the old British Sugar 
factory stood in Stourport 
Road, will form part of the 
South Kidderminster 
Enterprise Park, which won 
Government support last 
month. 

Wyre Forest District 
Council officer Daniel 
Boden revealed the figures 
following a consultation by 
developers St Francis 
Group. 

“This is still in early 
stages of masterplan devel¬ 
opment - but we believe 
when fully developed, phase 
one of the site has the poten¬ 
tial to provide in the region 
of 400 jobs,” he said. 

“This is not including any 
additional jobs associated 
with the construction 
process.” 

Council leader John 
Campion labelled the pro¬ 
posals as “very exciting” for 
the town.

Metropolitan Borough Council 
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Police chief feeling 
the heat over cuts

The chief constable of the West 
Midlands found himself in the 
middle of a bitter row over plans to 
shut a string of police stations 
overnight. 

The region’s police authority attacked 
the way the public had been consulted 
over the proposals. 

Two protest petitions with a total of nearly 
4,000 signatures urging a rethink were 
handed to the meeting in Birmingham last 
week. The force wants to shut 12 stations - 
including Wednesfield, Dudley, Stourbridge, 
Halesowen and Bloxwich - between 6pm and 
10pm and redeploy staff to contact centres or 
front line duties. 

The proposal is part of the battle by West 
Midland Police to save £126 million over the 
next four years in a bid to manage Govern¬ 
ment cuts in funding. 

Chief Constable Chris Sims maintained 
this “tremendous response” showed the 
process was not flawed. 

Outcry 

But Wolverhampton councillor Bob Jones, 
the police authority’s finance chief, 
responded: “I find it difficult to understand 
how mass petitions and an outcry that the 
consultation has been totally inadequate can 
be used as evidence that the process is 
working.” 

Magistrate Julia Lyle added: “The public 
need reassurance that the consultation is not 
a superficial exercise.” 

The public consultation deadline has been 
extended from December 31 until January 15. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin handed in a 
2,000-strong petition, pleading for Dudley 
police station to be spared. He said: “The sig¬ 
natures were collected in less than a fortnight 
and this indicates the deep feelings against 
this proposal.” 

Another petition with 1,900 signatures 
calling for Bloxwich police station to stay 
open 24 hours a day and supported by a letter 
from Walsall North MP David Winnick was 
also presented to the committee. 

The chief constable suggested minor alter¬ 
ations may be possible but warned: “If we 
deviate from the core of the proposals I will 
have to cut something else and that could 
potentially have a more direct impact on the 
service we provide.” 


Landmark to be restored

A fundraising campaign is to be 
launched to refurbish a toposcope, 
which is a landmark that acts as a 
geographical guide, at a beauty 
spot in South Staffordshire. 

The marker on Kinver Edge was 
designed and paid for by the 
Rotary Club of Kinver as its first 
major public project after its for¬ 
mation in 1985. 

However, since the monument 
was positioned on the most promi¬ 
nent, and most exposed part of the 
site in 1990, the base and granite 


top have developing cracks. 
Renowned sculptor and stone 
carver Michael Scheuermann, has 
repositioned the detached pieces 
and is currently assessing the cost 
of a granite replacement. Mike 
Deathridge, who heads the rotary 
committee looking into the repair, 
said: “We don’t know how much a 
new top will cost but it will be 
expensive. When we do have a 
figure we will be researching the 
possibility of securing grants and 
obtaining donations.”

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Dumped suite adds 
to £1 Om sewers bill

A pick axe, vacuum cleaner and 
king-size quilts dumped down 
sewers have contributed towards a 
£10m annual repair bill for Severn 
Trent Water. 

Other items discovered after recent 
blockages in the Black Country include 
milk crates, traffic cones, metal fencing, 
cushions, carpets and pushchairs. 

Most were dropped straight down man¬ 
holes in Wolverhampton, Walsall, Sandwell 
and Dudley after the covers were taken off. 
It is costing the firm £ 10 million each year to 
remove the 22,000 blockages that blight its 
sewer system. 

Drew Kirby, strategy manager for Severn 
Trent’s sewerage infrastructure, said: “It is 
easy to think ‘Out of sight, out of mind,’ but 
this is creating a major problem for our 
workers.” 

There are 700km that are the most trou¬ 
blesome of its 90,000km stretch of pipe work. 
Wednesbury, Walsall town centre and Tipton 
are among locations named as the worst hit, 
with sewers clogged up 587 times in the last 
year. 

That put the areas in 10th, 11th and 12th 
place consecutively in a league table of the 
biggest blockers in the area covered by 
Severn Trent, which reaches from Wales to 
Scunthorpe and Gloucester to Leicester. 

Toothbrushes 

Workers recently found an entire three- 
piece suite dumped in a sewer in Leamington 
Spa, while a child near Worcester cleared her 
parents’ bathroom cabinet of toothbrushes, 
hairbrushes, combs and beauty products and 
flushed them all down the toilet. 

Mr Kirby added: “A blocked sewer is, of 
course, inconvenient but if it leads to sewer 
flooding it can be extremely unpleasant and 
stressful. 

“It is particularly frustrating when those 
caused by misuse of sewers and drains can be 
completely avoided.” 

Severn Trent spokeswoman Amy Weiser 
said: “Two out of every five sewer blockages 
come from cleansing wipes and sanitary 
products, while one in five are from fat, oil 
and grease. 

“We are still left scratching our heads after 
hearing about some of the stuff our staff dis¬ 
cover.”

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500 fines to drivers for 
parking around hospital 


More than 500 parking fines have 
been handed out to drivers leaving 
their cars in roads around Russells 
Hall Hospital. Tickets in the past year 
were given to visitors, patients and 
staff who were trying to avoid paying 
to park at the hospital. 

About 125 fines were issued to motorists 
who had illegally parked on yellow lines 
outside the hospital in Pensnett Road. 
People also received tickets in Bushey 
Fields Road and Pensnett High Street 
during the past 12 months. A total of 528 
were issued between November 1, 2010 
and October 31, 2011. 

Fines of £50 and £70 are given out depending 
on the offence but the amount is reduced if it is 
paid within 14 days. If every fine was £50 and it 
was paid at the discounted rate of £25 it would 


still generate £13,200 for Dudley Council. 

Councillor Patrick Harley, cabinet member 
for transport on Dudley Council, said: “Penalty 
Charge Notices are issued to vehicles that 
appear to be parking in contravention of the 
council’s traffic regulation orders. 

“Any ticket may be challenged by the motorist 
if they believe it was incorrectly issued,” Coun¬ 
cillor Harley added. 

Congestion 

The council is preparing to bring in 
further parking restrictions to reduce 
congestion. People living near the 
hospital have long complained about 
patients, visitors and staff leaving 
cars outside their homes. 

Under the proposals, which will 
come into force in summer next year, 
there will be restricted access to 
Pearce Close, Dereton Close, Elgar 
Crescent and Abbotsford Drive. 

There will be waiting restrictions in 


Middlepark Road, Bushey Fields Road, The 
Oval and Ashenhurst Road. 

A loading ban in High Street, Pensnett, is 
suggested on weekdays from 7.30 to 9.30am and 
4.30-6.30pm. No waiting at any time has been 
suggested for Tennyson Street, Milton Street, 
Steppingstone Street and Byron Street. Plans 
for restricted access to the Kingswinford 
Service Road and Hilderic Crescent have also 
been earmarked for approval.

Police round up 90 stray horses 


More than 90 stray horses have 
been rounded up by police in Dudley 
since the start of a new campaign to 
remove them from danger seven 
months ago. 

Officers have been removing the 
animals from busy roads around the 
borough. The move follows calls from 
the public. 

Since April police teams have 
removed 92 horses that were causing 
a nuisance and they believe the 
number of strays is dropping. 

Sergeant Cliff Tomkinson, who 
leads the Brockmoor and Pensnett 
police neighbourhood team’s cam¬ 
paign, said: “There seems to be fewer 


numbers so I think we have broken 
the back of it.” 

Dudley Council has been paying 
police to impound strays blighting the 
streets after council officers uncov¬ 
ered a law dating back to the mid- 
1800s clarifying responsibility. 

The scheme was originally a six- 
month trial but has been extended 
after it proved a success. 

Hundreds of reports of animals in 
Pensnett, Brockmoor, Kingswinford 
and Coseley have been logged with 
the council since the start of the year. 

The council pays the police an 
undisclosed sum to seize strays which 
are then taken outside the Black 


Country to be rehomed. Police say the 
horses will be kept for three days and 
if the owner cannot be contacted or 
does not come forward with owner¬ 
ship proof and settle fines, they will 
be found new homes. 

Section 24 of the Town and Police 
Clauses Act 1847 states police can 
seize and impound cattle which stray 
on to a public highway. 

Until the new agreement, the 
council had been paying an outside 
agency around £20,000 a year to 
impound horses. The council has set 
up a new working group looking at 
resolving longer term issues of horses 
on council owned land. 


Future of 
event hit 
by theft 

A community event in 
Wordsley has been put at 
risk after thousands of 
pounds of equipment was 
stolen from store rooms. 

Wordsley Festival Group 
has been left “devastated” 
after thieves stole four gen¬ 
erators, speakers, ampli¬ 
fiers and microphones. 
Police are investigating. 

The equipment was 
stored in rooms at the dress¬ 
ing room complex at King 
George V Park, off Bells 
Lane, Wordsley, where the 
event is held each year. 

The group’s chairman 
said the theft had put next 
year’s event at risk if the 
items were not returned or 
if replacements could not be 
secured. 

Mick Davies said the 
equipment had been 
accrued by the group over 
the years with each of the 
generators costing £400 and 
the PA equipment £500. 

They are used for the fes¬ 
tival and its annual fun run 
and festival princess compe¬ 
tition. 

Mr Davies said: “We only 
hope the equipment is 
returned to us.”

The policeman, who is based at Sedgley Police Station, 
said: “We had a call to say there had been a cardiac arrest 
in the street. 

“The paramedic was trying to resuscitate the man with 
a defibrillator but it wasn’t working. 

“I did chest compressions until the ambulance arrived to 
take him to hospital. 

“We carried on chest compressions and on route we were 
able to get him back.” 

The Royal Humane Society is now going to present Pc 
Webb with an award. Pc Webb, aged 50, was nominated by 
his colleagues at West Midlands Police.The grandfather - 
of-six, said, the man survived. He is now doing very well 
and is grateful to be alive.

Campaigners want 
to take over church 


dudleychrons@expressandstar.co.uk 
Campaigners fighting to reopen a 
Dudley church are applying to take over 
responsibility for the building so they 
can start carrying out restoration work. 

The St John’s Church Preservation Group 
says it would be a big step forward for the 
campaign, and enable repairs to be carried 
out much sooner. Members are drawing up 
a business plan and will submit an applica¬ 
tion to lease the building from the Church 
Commissioners. 

If the proposal is approved the 173-year-old 
church will be formally closed as a place of 
worship. 

But it is hoped the building would be used for 
worship again in the future. 

The preservation group has put forward a plan 
which involves no substantial alteration to the 
Grade II listed building. 

An extensive community survey, of more than 
400 people, showed 76 per cent of respondents 
wanted to keep the church as unaltered as possi¬ 
ble. 

Most were in favour of developing the under¬ 
croft, a large space underneath the church build¬ 
ing which could be used to create a cafe, toilets 
and meeting rooms. If the proposals are approved 
by the church commissioners, the handover could 
take place in the middle of next year. 

Forward 

Preservation group chairwoman Deb Brownlee 
said: “We feel this is the best way forward for St 
John’s Church now. 

“The research has gone on long enough, and the 
answers are always the same ‘keep it as an his¬ 
toric building and get it reopened’ which is the 
preservation group position exactly. 

“There is very little interest in the building as a 
commercial proposition but huge interest in the 
history and heritage of the site. 

“We are confident that we can fund the building 
and restoration from events, voluntary giving, 
sponsorship and fundraising, including applying 
for grants.” 

Under the plans the building would be made 
available for worship, community use and com¬ 
mercial uses including events and shows. 

The project would be funded by fundraising 
efforts, donations, a sponsorship scheme and by 
grants aid. The church closed in 2002 due to 
safety fears but recent surveys have shown it is in 
a much better condition that it was first thought.

Essential maintenance work on a Dudley canal gave visitors the 
chance to get a rare glimpse of the workings of the site. 

The work at Delph Locks on the Dudley Nol Canal will see new gates 
installed. 

The public were able to tour the site near Brierley Hill during an open day last week to 
find out from expert staff how the specialist work is carried out. 

People were able to watch the gates being lifted out and talk to the on-site maintenance 
team. 

British Waterways construction supervisor Adam Bannister said: “These are all essen¬ 
tial works to keep the waterways in the best possible condition we can, for the benefit of 
the millions of customers who use them each year. 

Unique 

“Each canal differs around the country, so therefore each lock gate is unique to its canal 
and has to be hand-crafted to achieve a water-tight fit in its chamber by our specialist 
Bradley workshop.” Lock gate making and fitting is an extremely skilled and traditional 
trade, and one that remains essential to the waterways. 

The gates are constructed with tremendous strength as they have to control huge water 
pressures, take the hard usage they get from the thousands of boats which use them each 
year and survive for a long time underwater and at the 
mercy of the elements. 

In order to be waterproof, they also need to be built very 
precisely, fitting tightly to the masonry of the lock walls 
and to each other. 

Although they were originally built as a flight of nine 
locks, Delph Locks now have eight. 

Delph Lock No4 is currently being replaced. 

The flight of locks takes the canal from 356ft to 441ft 
above sea level, which is the equivalent to about the height 
of six double deck buses. 

Delph Locks 2 to 8 are all Grade II listed.

Town centre set to 
get extra car spaces

Extra parking spaces will be intro¬ 
duced in Stourbridge town centre to 
ease the burden for shoppers when 
the £50 million Crown Centre rede¬ 
velopment gets under way. 

Council bosses said they hoped the 
spaces would be in place for the Christ¬ 
mas rush, but final plans were still being 
drawn up. Traders and residents have 
voiced concerns about the amount of 
parking available in the town after the 
Bell Street multi-storey car park is 
demolished. 

It is going to make way for the redeveloped 
Crown Centre. Up to 10 spaces will be created 
in Lower High Street as part of the replace¬ 
ment scheme. 

The spaces would be similar to the drive-in 
bays along the opposite side of Lower High 
Street, neighbouring King Edward VI College. 

The spaces would replace the standard 
parking bays which run up the right-hand 
side of the one-way street approaching The 
Mitre pub. 

Turnover 

There will be a time limit put on the spaces 
to ensure a turnover of people visiting the 
shops. 

Dudley Councillor Patrick Harley, said the 
scheme would help while the development got 
under way. 

“I think that we should look at anything we 
can do to introduce more on-street car parking 
in our town centres to help shops,” he said. 

“There will obviously be some disruption to 
the town while the development is taking 
place but this is one way of creating more 
parking.” 

In the longer term the development will 
mean many more parking spaces. 

A new 543-space underground car parking 
is being built as part of the multi-million 
pound scheme which is being led by Tesco. 

Transport engineers at the council are now 
looking into the viability of the plan for more 
on street parking spaces over the next few 
weeks. 

A similar trial is taking place in selected 
streets around Dudley town centre in a bid to 
boost trade and appease concerned business 
owners there.

IT WAS only a matter of time before Audi filled the 
gap in its ever-expanding array of products with 
a small vehicle. 

Quite a few years ago now, the A2 was the smallest 
and while some commentators criticised its handling 
and looks, I still think that it is one of the brightest vehi¬ 
cles that Audi has produced. 

If I was in the market for a second car an A2 would feature 
high on my list for its aluminium panels and low C02 emis¬ 
sions. I think it will become collectable. 

Audi has produced and launched the A1, effectively an 
entry to the already overcrowded supermini market. Think 
Mini, Citroen DS, Fiesta, Polo, which is the base for the Audi 
A1, and you find the boxes that Audi are trying to tick with this 
particular derivative. 

It looks stylish, extremely desirable and, of course, with 
that famous four-ring badge proudly displayed on the front 
stating that I am an Audi and therefore a quality and aspira- 
tional brand, I can see success for the vehicle Audi is pro¬ 
moting as a premium hatchback. 

Superb 

The interior, as you would expect, is high class. The build 
quality is superb and its refinement is very good. I am pleased 
to see that with the A1, Audi has been particularly generous 
with the level of equipment and this makes the A1 reasonable 
value for money, although in supermini categories it is expen¬ 
sive. 

Models are generously equipped with alloy wheels, air 
conditioning and a stability control package as standard and 
this has to make them that bit more desirable. 

There are huge comparisons between the A1 and the Mini; 
both are desirable brands, both are aspirational cars. 

I like the fact that Audi has brought a small car to the mar¬ 
ketplace and I like its “driveability”. 

The A1 starts at just over £15,000 on the road which you 
may think expensive. But do not forget that this is an Audi and 
market forces dictate that the company can put premium 
prices on all models. 

There is a range of engines to choose from with 74.3mpg 
potential and low C02 emissions in abundance; 99kg is the 
benchmark because that introduces free road tax. 

Remote 

There are several other derivatives including a 1.6-litre 
turbo-diesel which produces 105kg and this makes for very 
low excise costs. 

My 1.6-litre TDi had as standard a five-speed manual 
gearbox and did 0-60mph in just over 10 seconds. Where 
conditions and speed limits allow it would top out at 118mph.
